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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

This application does not contain an abstract of the disclosure as required by 37 
CFR 1.72(b). An abstract on a separate sheet is required. Applicant is reminded of the 
proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent 
and should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the 
patent is of a basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the 
abstract should be directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an 
improvement in an old apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should 
include the technical disclosure of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly 
those for compounds and compositions, wherein the process for making and/or the use 
thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set forth a process for making and/or use 
thereof. If the new technical disclosure involves modifications or alternatives, the 
abstract should mention by way of example the preferred modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of 
the invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1 ) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making;

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information 
given in the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The 
disclosure concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure 
describes," etc.

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 and 2 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Referring to Claims 1 & 2 : Claim 1 and Claim 2 (in this application) does not 

commence on a separate sheet or electronic page in accordance with 37 CFR 
1.52(b)(3). Appropriate correction is required in response to this action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The Examiner notes that the applicant has failed to particularly point out how the 
invention as described will "automatically" perform such tasks pointed out in the claims. 
In addition, the terms "stability" and "growth" have not been clearly defined within the 
application. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

6. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

7. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed recitation 
of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results in an improper 
definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper process claim under 
35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and 
Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. Supp. 131 , 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

9. Claim 1 , as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Trass et al. (US PG Pub. No. 2006/0033275), [hereinafter Trass]. 

10. Referring to Claim 1 : Trass discloses a process for an economy having 
consumption and production (Trass: Page 1, Para 0010), which will measurably 
contribute to prosperity and full employment and will greatly reduce poverty, bankruptcy, 
foreclosure and homelessness while it allows unlimited growth. 

1 1 . Claim 2, as best understood, is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Kiyosaki et. al (US Pat. No. 5,826,878), [hereinafter Kiyosaki]. 

12. Referring to Claim 2 : Kiyosaki teaches a system that can operate without 
borrowing money (Kiyosaki: Column 1, Lines 15 - Column 2, Line 5). 

Conclusion 

13. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Maeda (US PG Pub. No. 2002/0010915) teaches a transfer server and method of 
providing a transfer service of automated securities.
